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THE  NORMAL  COURSE- 


The  design  of  the  Normal  School  is  to  aid  young  men  and  wo- 
men in  their  special  preparation  for  teaching.  The  advantage  of 
trained  teachers  is  appreciated  more  every  year  by  the  people  of 
the  State.  Knowing  this,  those  in  charge  of  the  Normal  Schools 
are  making  every  effort  to  prepare  their  students  thoroughly  both 
in  subjects  to  be  taught  in  the  schools  of  the  State  and  in  the 
methods  of  teaching. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  fully  realized  that  those  who  are  to  have 
the  training  of  the  young  in  charge  must  have  high  ideals  of  mor- 
al character.  These  ideals  must  be  true,  living  models  of  the 
highest  type  of  men  and  women  which  can  be  produced  at  the 
time.  These  ideals  must  inspire  the  teacher  to  live  them  before 
his  pupils  and  the  world. 

The  student  must  be  aided  in  forming  good  habits  of  study 
and  thought. 

He  must  be  taught  to  be  a  student  of  children  and  to  put  to 
practice  the  information  gained.  He  must  learn  to  rely  upon 
himself. 

THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  arranged  to  meet  the  wants  of 
those  who  are  preparing  to  teach.  It  has  been  enlarged  until  it 
is  equal  to  the  courses  of  other  schools  of  the  same  grade.  Ex- 
amination will  show  that  due  consideration  has  been  given  the 
different  divisions  of  study.  It  has  been  the  aim  to  keep  the 
course  well  balanced  as  to  mathematics,  literature,  language,  his- 
tory, and  the  sciences.  These  continue-  in  regular  gradation, 
each  year  developing  the  subject  farther. 

During  the  last  year  a  great  deal  of  time  is  given  to  work  which 
pertains  to  the  profession  of  teaching.  In  the  training  course 
the  student  reviews  the  branches  taught  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  State  and  studies  the  methods  of  teaching  the  same.  He  is 
also  given  regular  work  in  teaching  and  in  this  way  gains  exper- 
ience in  the  management  of  classes.  The  teaching  is  done  under 
the  supervision  of  a  member  of  the  Faculty.  The  value  of  this 
year's  work  has  proven  itself  in  those  who  have  taken  it. 
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ADMISSION  TO  THE  COURSE. 

No  applicant  shall  be  appointed  by  a  County  Superintendent 
unless  he  or  she  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  shall  sustain  a 
good  examination  in  reading,  spelling,  elementary  English  gram- 
mar, arithmetic,  physiology,  and  history  of  the  United  States. 
The  Board  of  Regents  has  ordered  that  no  student  shall  be  admit- 
ted to  either  the  Normal  or  the  Academic  course  who  has  not 
completed  one  of  the  last  three  studies.  The  applicant  may  choose 
one  of  the  three  in  which  he  may  be  examined  for  the  completion 
of  the  study,  but  must  be  examined  in  the  other  two  sufficiently 
to  satisfy  the  examiner  that  he  will  be  able  to  complete  the  course 
with  the  regular  classes.  Students  having  diplomas  from  the 
County  Superintendent  will  not  be  examined  in  any  branches  for 
admission. 

Should  the  student  upon  entering  desire  to  take  studies  in  ad- 
vance of  the  class,  he  will  then  be  examined  in  that  part  of  the 
course  which  he  wishes  to  consider  as  completed.  The  exami- 
nations for  entrance  when  the  student  has  not  a  diploma  from  a 
county  superintendent  are  given  by  the  Principal  of  the  school. 

Students  should  be  well  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  course  in 
order  to  be  able  to  proceed  with  the  class.  Lack  of  preparation 
will  frequently  result  in  slow  progress  and  a  loss  of  interest.  To 
get  the  best  results  from  the  course  requires  thorough  preparation. 

APPOINTMENT. 

Applications  for  appointment  to  the  Normal  Department  of  the 
State  Normal  Schools  shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Free  Schools  of  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  resides ;  and 
said  Superintendent  shall  elect  such  number  as  may  be  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Normal  School  in  his  county,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Free  Schools. 

As  far  as  practicable,  males  and  females  shall  be  selected  in 
equal  proportion.  Male  pupils  must  not  be  less  than  fourteen, 
and  female  not  less  than  thirteen  years  of  age. 

GRADUATION. 

The  Board  of  Regents  will  confer  upon  those  who  complete  the 
Senior  Year,  with  an  average  standing  of  85  per  cent,  and  not 
below  75  per  cent  on  any  one  branch,  a  Normal  Diploma,  with 
the  title  of  Normal  Graduate.  Provided,  no  one  shall  be  graduated 
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who  has  not  attended  at  least  one  full  year,  which  shall  be  the 
last  or  next  to  the  last  year  of  the  course. 

Pupils  applying  for  Normal  Diplomas  are  examined  two  weeks 
before  commencement. 

The  rates  of  tuition  for  students  not  residents  of  the  State  shall 
be  as  follows :

Students  of  West  Virginia  pay  no  tuition. 

NORMAL  DIPLOMAS. 

To  receive  a  Normal  Diploma  the  student  must  complete  the 
full  Normal  Course,  and  must  have  a  standing  of  85  per  cent. 
These  diplomas  entitle  the  holder  to  a  second  class  certificate 
upon  the  following  conditions  :  The  State  Board  of  Examiners 
issues  two  classes  of  certificates :  first  class  for  twelve  years,  sec- 
ond class  for  six  years.  "The  second  class  certificate  shall  be 
issued,  upon  application,  without  examination,  to  the  graduates 
of  the  State  Normal  School  and  its  branches,  and  of  the  State 
University,  when  said  graduates  shall  have  presented  to  the  Board 
satisfactory  evidence  that  they  have  taught  successfully  three 
years  in  the  State  under  a  number  one  county  certificate  ;  two  of 
said  three  years  shall  immediately  precede  the  application  for  such 
certificate. ' '  Such  certificate  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  number  one 
county  certificate  granted  by  a  County  Board  of  Examiners,  and 
shall  be  valid  in  any  school  district  in  the  State.

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  arranged  similar  to  that  of  the 
best  preparatory  schools  of  the  country.  It  requires  four  years 
for  its  completion.  Those  who  have  completed  this  course  of 
study  have  been  able  to  pursue  successfully  their  studies  at  higher 
schools.  They  have  been  able  to  take  their  places  in  the  classes 
and  to  make  for  themselves  a  good  record. 

Students  are  no  longer  able  to  pursue  both  Academic  and  Nor- 
mal courses  at  the  same  time.  Either  course  requires  all  the 
time  of  the  student. 

GRADUATION. 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Free  Schools  is  authorized  to  issue 
to  the  student  completing  the  course  a  diploma  which  will  be  re- 
ceived at  the  State  University  as  equivalent  to  its  Preparatory 
course.    That  allows  him  to  enter  the  University  classes. 

No  student  falling  below  a  class  standing  (including  examina- 
tions) of  eighty-five  per  cent  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma.

PSYCHOLOGICAL  and  PROFESSIONAL  STUDIES. 

Psychology,  Mr.  KimlER. — This  branch  of  study  receives  spe- 
cial attention.  The  student  while  pursuing  the  subject  in  the 
text  book  is  encouraged  to  study  the  functions  of  the  mind  as  he 
sees  their  operations  in  himself  and  in  others.  This  gives  him 
the  practical  work  of  the  study.  He  is  especially  urged  to  study 
the  mental  phenomena  of  children.  Text:  Halleck.  Two 
courses.* 

Pedagogy,  Mr.  Arnett. — In  the  study  of  this  subject  the  de- 
velopment of  the  idea  is  reviewed.  The  elements  of  the  mind  are 
taken  up  and  their  functions  again  studied.  This  ensures  a  good 
foundation  for  a  study  of  the  application  of  psychological  princi- 
ples. The  problem  of  the  correlation  of  studies  as  the  mind  de- 
velops is  taken  up  and  the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  common 
school  branches.  One  course  is  offered  to  fourth  year  students 
and  to  teachers  who  are  prepared  to  take  it.  Spring  term.  Text: 
Boyer's  Methods  of  Teaching.  Supplemented. 

History  of  Education,  Mr.  Arnett. — Here  are  studied  the  an- 
cient and  modern  educational  systems.  Beginning  with  the  earliest 
history,  the  educational  systems  of  the  different  nations  are 
studied,  and  their  ideals  carefully  noted.  Special  study  is  given 
to  some  of  the  great  educational  reformers.  Being  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  systems  of  education  of  the  past,  the  student 
is  prepared  to  study  ours  more  intelligently.  The  advancement 
of  the  human  race  is  brought  forcibly  before  his  mind  and  he  is 
prepared  to  grasp  the  educational  problems  of  to-day.  One  course 
is  given  in  this  study.  It  is  open  to  third  year  students.  Spring 
term.  Text:  Compayre's  History  of  Pedagogy.  Reference  is 
made  to  Painter  and  Boone,  Quick's  Educational  Reformers,  and 
Spencer  on  Education. 

Theory  and  Practice,  Mr.  KimlER. — This  subject  is  taught  in 
connection  with  the  training  course.  Students  study  the  text- 
book and  are  given  other  works  to  read.    Text :  Page. 


*  A  course  means  the  work  done  in  one  branch  in  one  term. 
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Ethics,  Mr.  Kimler. — One  course  is  given  in  this  branch.  A 
short  study  is  made  of  the  scope  of  the  science  and  its  relation  to 
other  sciences.  The  different  theories  of  the  moral  standard  are 
considered.    A  more  extended  study  of  the  moral  life  is  made. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  study  to  direct  the  mind  of  the  pupil  to  the 
fact  that  he  is  a  part  of  an  organic  whole,  that  he  must  investi- 
gate these  questions  for  himself  and  to  do  so  must  make  him- 
self familiar  with  a  system  of  Ethics.    Text  :  Mackenzie. 

Logic,  Miss  Johnson. — One  course  in  this  science  is  offered, 
not  with  the  idea  of  exhausting  its  possibilities  in  so  limited  a 
time,  but  for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  cultivating  correct  habits 
of  thought.  Text:  Davis'  Elements  of  Deductive  Eogic.  Spring 
Term. 

Training  Course,  Mr.  KimlER. — In  this  Course,  given  in  the 
fourth  year,  the  student  reviews  the  branches  taught  in  the  com- 
mon school ;  studies  the  methods  of  teaching  the  same  and  reads 
the  best  authors  on  the  subjects.  It  is  intended  to  make  the  stu- 
dent acquainted  with  the  latest  and  best  methods  of  the  school- 
room. These  can  be  best  learned  from  experienced  teachers  and 
their  works.  Practice  in  teaching  is  given  that  the  student  may 
gain  confidence  in  the  management  of  classes.  This  course  re- 
quires close  and  faithful  study.  In  the  spring  term  opportunity 
is  given  to  teachers  to  take  part  of  the  work.    Three  courses. 


MATHEMATICS. 

The  courses  offered  in  this  department  prepare  the  student  for 
teaching,  for  business,  or  for  a  regular  college  course,  either  at 
the  West  Virginia  University,  or  any  of  the  leading  colleges. 

Arithmetic,  Mr.  Miller. — The  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  make  the  student  think  for  himself,  and  thus  render  him 
independent  of  the  text-book  and  its  rules.  A  thorough  under- 
standing of  the  principles  and  reasons  for  each  process  is  insisted 
upon.  Three  courses  are  offered  in  the  preparatory  year,  and  a 
review  in  the  teacher's  training  course.    Text :  Milne. 

Mental  Arithmetic,  Mr.  Miller. — The  training  offered  in  this 
branch  is  intended  to  give  quickness  of  perception,  concentration 
of  thought,  and  a  development  of  the  reasoning  powers  that  can 
be  acquired  from  no  other  elementary  branch.  Two  courses  are 
given  in  the  fall  and  winter  terms  of  the  first  year.    Text :  Brooks. 
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Book-Keeping,  Mr.  MieeER. — One  course  is  given  in  this  branch 
during  the  spring  term  of  the  preparatory  year.    The  student  is 
familiarized  with  the  forms  of  both  double  and  single  entry,  and 
the  work  is  made  as  thorough  and  practical  as  the  time  will  per- 
mit.   Text  :  Bryant  and  Stratton. 

Algebra,  Mr.  Arnett. — The  aim  of  the  work  in  this  subject  is 
to  develop  the  reasoning  powers,  and  to  prepare  for  more  advanced 
work  in  mathematics.  Special  importance  is  attached  to  equa- 
tions, both  simple  and  quadratic.  Progressions,  series,  logarithms, 
and  the  development  of  the  binomial  theorem  are  given  especial 
attention.  This  subject  is  begun  in  the  spring  term  of  the  first 
year.  Five  courses  are  given.  For  courses  i,  2  and  3,  Milne's 
High  School  Algebra  is  used  as  a  text,  and  is  intended  for  stu- 
dents beginning  the  subject..  Courses  4  and  5  are  intended  for 
a  more  complete  development  of  the  subject. 

Geometry,  Mr.  MieeER. — The  object  kept  in  view  in  teaching 
this  subject  is  to  develop  in  the  student  the  power  to  perceive 
and  to  reason,  as  well  as  to  make  practical  application  of  the 
science.  Many  exercises  for  original  demonstration  and  solu- 
tion are  introduced,  and  the  student  is  taught  to  rely  upon  his 
own  resources  for  their  demonstration  and  solution.  Three 
courses  are  given.  The  study  begins  the  spring  term  of  the 
second  year.    Text :  Milne. 

Trigonometry ,  Mr.  MieeER. — The  work  in  this  course  consists 
in  the  application  of  the  trigonometrical  functions  to  the  solution 
of  the  right  triangle,  the  development  of  the  trigonometrical  for- 
mulae, and  their  application  to  the  solution  of  triangles  in  gener- 
al. One  course  is  given  during  the  spring  term  of  the  fourth  year. 
Text :  Crockett. 

Astronomy,  Mr.  Arnett. — The  elements  of  astronomy  are 
taught  in  this  course.  The  student  is  familiarized  with  the  larger 
constellations.  The  earth,  sun,  moon  and  other  bodies  composing 
the  solar  system  are  studied.  Constant  use  is  made  of  the  celes- 
tial sphere.  One  course  is  given  to  this  subject.  It  is  taken  up 
in  the  winter  term  of  the  second  year.  Text :  Young's  Lessons 
in  Astronomy.  Supplemented. 
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ENGLISH. 

Orthography. — Spelling  is  taught  throughout  the  course.  If 
this  branch  is  neglected  in  the  preparatory  work  it  will  seldom, 
be  corrected.  The  spelling  book  is  used,  as  it  is  better  to  have 
some  definite  work  given  than  to  depend  upon  lessons  selected 
without  system. 

In  the  first  year  special  attention  is  given  to  the  form  and  pro- 
nunciation. This  necessitates  the  use  of  oral  and  written  meth- 
ods. By  the  written  method  the  pupil  acquires  the  correct  form 
of  words  ;  by  the  oral  the  correct  pronunciation.  Attention  is 
given  to  the  diacritical  marks  that  the  dictionary  may  be  used 
intelligently.  The  principal  rules  of  spelling  are  learned  as  an 
aid  to  the  pupil. 

After  the  student  has  become  familiar  with  the  correct  forms  and 
pronunciation  of  words  he  is  taught  to  analyze  the  same.  The 
roots  and  their  meanings  are  studied  until  he  is  able  to  separate 
words  into  their  parts  readily. 

English  Grammar,  Mr.  Kimler. — Three  courses  are  offered. 
In  the  first  two  terms  it  is  the  aim  to  trace  the  natural  develop- 
ment of  the  sentence  and  not  to  begin  with  the  parts  of  speech. 
The  part  of  speech  to  which  a  word  belongs  is  determined  only 
by  its  functions  and  relation  of  words.  Unless  the  pupil  has 
been  taught  to  discover  the  functions  and  relation  of  words,  a 
knowledge  of  the  parts  of  speech  will  be  of  little  value. 

Since  the  sentence  is  the  unit  of  discourse,  it  is  proper  to  know 
the  sentence  well.  The  student  should  be  able  to  put  the  parts 
of  the  sentence  together  readily.  He  should  know  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  parts  so  well  that  he  will  be  able  to  detect  a  faulty 
part.  If  the  pupil  has  acquired  a  clear  knowledge  of  the  Eng- 
lish sentence  he  will  find  his  work  in  translating  sentences  in 
other  languages  simplified.  After  the  pupil  has  mastered  the 
sentence  it  will  be  easier  for  him  to  classify  the  words. 

In  the  third  term  it  is  the  purpose  to  teach  the  origin  of  the 
parts  of  speech,  inflection,  the  uses  of  modes  and  tenses,  sequence 
of  tenses,  classification  of  verbs,  &c.  It  is  not  the  intention  to 
make  skilled  parsers,  but  at  all  times  to  teach  the  composition  of 
the  languages  simplified.  We  believe  that  the  child  should  early 
learn  the  practical  use  of  his  mother  tongue. 

To  gain  a  good  vocabulary  and  to  be  able  to  use  it  quickly

and  correctly  is  the  aim  of  the  instruction  in  this  course. 

Composition. — In  the  preparatory  year  this  subject  is  taught  in 
connection  with  the  English  grammar. 

>  In  the  first  year  the  student  begins  the  work  with  a  text  as  a- 
guide.    The  exercises  of  the  text  used  are,  i  to  19,  27,  28,  29, 
33,  and  34.    These  exercises  call  for  the  finding  of  material  and 
writing  in  narrative  and  description. 

The  second  year  the  subject  is  taught  in  connection  with  rhet- 
oric. 

In  the  third  year,  exercises  20  to  27,  30,  31,  35  to  46,  52  to 
54,  and  56  are  used.  These  call  for  practice  in  description,  nar- 
ration and  description  combined,  composition  based  on  reading 
and  thought,  some  argumentation.  In  the  fourth  year  argu- 
mentation is  continued  in  debate,  inductive  and  deductive  reas- 
oning, persuasion.  The  members  of  the  fourth  year  class  are 
practiced  in  writing  and  delivering  orations.  Text :  Newcomer. 
Three  courses. 

Rhetoric,  Miss  McConn. — In  this  course  the  work  begins  with 
an  analytical  study  of  the  sentence,  and  about  it  as  a  unit  of  style 
is,  developed  the  paragraph  and  later  the  whole  composition.  The 
student  is  encouraged  to  express  his  ideas  in  a  correct  form  and 
in  the  clearest  English  that  is  most  expressive  of  his  individuality  ; 
also  to  recognize  and  practice  the  different  forms  of  discourse. 
Text:  Quackenbos.    Three  courses. 

Literature,  Miss  McConn. — The  chief  aim  is  to  give  the  stu- 
dent some  knowledge  of  our  parent  language,  to  acquaint  him 
with  the  more  important  literary  works  of  England  and  America 
in  order  that  he  may  be  prepared  for  further  study  and  enabled 
to  make  use  of  the  masterpieces  in  his  public  school  work.  Some 
attention  is  also  given  to  library  formation,  but  special  care  is 
taken  to  give  the  student  skill  in  the  interpretation  of  thought 
and  to  foster  in  him  a  love  and  appreciation  for  the  noble,  the 
pure,  the  beautiful,  and  the  good.  Yet,  in  order  to  bring  about 
the  desired  results,  neither  the  knowledge  contained  nor  the  form 
is  neglected.  The  work  done  in  Literature  may  be  classed  un- 
der four  heads  :  History,  biography,  masterpieces  read  in  class, 
and  masterpieces  read  and  reported  in  class.  The  following  pro- 
ductions are  studied  and  read  in  class  :  In  English  Literature — 
Macbeth,  Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America,  Macau- 
lay's  Essays  on  Milton  and  Addison,  Rime  of  the  Ancient  Mari- 
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ner.  Intimations  of  Immortality,  Dream  of  Fair  Women,  Essay 
on  Burns,  De  Coverley  Papers,  Alexander's  Feast ;  in  Ameri- 
can Literature — Rip  Van  Winkle,  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,  Ameri- 
can ,  Scholar,  Commemoration  Ode,  Evangeline,  Snow- Bound, 
Thanatopsis,  Present  Crisis. 

Reading  upon  which  the  students  report  in  class:  Paradise 
Lost  (Books  i  and  2),  Essay  on  Man,  The  Deserted  Village, 
The  Princess,  In  Memoriam,  Lady  of  the  Lake,  Eve  of  St.  Ag- 
nes, Prometheus  Unbound,  Italia  Rookh,  Aurora  Leigh,  Culprit 
Fay,  Hiawatha,  Self-Reliance,  Bigelow  Papers,  The  Last  Leaf, 
&c.    Three  courses.    Texts :  Halleck,  Hawthorne  and  Lemon. 


READING  COURSE. 

The  design  of  the  Reading  Course  is  not  only  to  bring  before 
the  student  some  of  our  best  and  most  interesting  literature,  but 
also  to  teach  him  to  read  carefully  and  closely,  to  enable  him  to 
recognize  merit,  and  to  cultivate  in  him  a  taste  for  the  best  au- 
thors. 

Each  class  in  this  course  is  under  the  personal  supervision  o 
a  member  of  the  Faculty,  and  from  time  to  time  tests,  involving 
some  knowledge  of  the  author's  life,  rank,  works,  material,  and 
manner  of  dealing  with  it,  are  given  to  find  what  the  student  has 
gained  from  the  work,  and  to  assist  him  in  concentrating  his 
material  in  composition. 

The  productions  for  critical  study,  being  given  in  connection 
with  the  Literature  course,  afford  ample  opportunity  for  the  stu- 
dent to  read  closely,  discuss  carefully,  and  to  develop  his  own 
originality  and  individuality  in  criticism  and  literary  invention- 
The  following  are  the  requirements  in  English  for  admission  to 
American  colleges  for  1902,  '03,  '04,  '05,  as  recommended  by  the 
Joint  Conference  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  on  Require- 
ments in  English  for  Admission  to  Colleges  :

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PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

The  work  of  this  department  aims  to  bring  the  student  in  touch 
with  the  activity  and  workings  of  nature.  In  each  of  the  branches 
classified  under  this  department  he  is  encouraged,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  prepare  the  student  for  teaching,  but  it  is  also  a  prepa- 
ration for  more  advanced  study  and  for  college. 

Physical  Geography Miss  McConn. — The  bare  statement  of 
unexplained  truths  often  takes  little  hold  upon  the  immature 
mind.  From  a  realization  of  this  fact,  the  instructor  in  Physical 
Geography  teaches  the  student  not  merely  to  memorize,  but  to 
trace  the  causes  and  results  of  the  phenomena  so  familiar  to  our 
everyday  experience,  as  well  as  of  those  more  obscure,  but  no  less 
significant.    Text :  Davis.    One  course.    Fall  term. 

Physiology ,  Mr.  Arnett. — One  course  is  given  to  this  subject. 
It  is  taken  up  in  the  spring  term  of  the  first  year.  The  aim  is 
to  give  the  student  a  good  knowledge  of  the  human  body,  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  functions  of  all  of  its  organs,  and  of  the  laws  of  health. 
Two  skeletons,  one  articulated,  are  used  in  the  study  of  the  bones. 
A  good  manikin  is  constantly  at  hand.  Careful  and  comparative 
examinations  are  made  with  the  microscope,  and  dissections  are 
made  before  the  class.  Text:  Overton's  Applied  Physiology. 
Supplemented  by  Martin's  Human  Body. 

Zoology,  Mr.  Arnett. — The  aim  in  the  study  of  Zoology  is  to 
obtain  a  general  knowledge  of  animal  life.  Actual  dissections 
of  some  of  the  type  forms  are  made  in  the  class-room.  As  near 
as  possible  the  object  studied  is  brought  before  the  student.  This 
study  is  especially  intended  to  develop  the  power  of  observation, 
and  to  give  the  student  a  broader  and  more  comprehensive  view 
of  life  in  general.  One  course  is  offered  to  second  year  students 
during  the  fall  term.  Prerequisite,  Physiology.  Text :  Holder. 
Reference  is  made  to  Parker  and  Haswell's  Zoology,  Sedgwick 
and  Wilson's  Biology,  and  Nuttal's  Ornithology. 

Physics,  Mr.  Miller . — This  course  consists  of  the  study  of  the 
text  supplemented  by  experiments  and  demonstrations.  The  lab- 
oratory is  supplied  with  all  physical  apparatus  necessary  for  the 
illustrations  and  demonstrations  found  in  elementary  texts.  Lab- 
oratory work  is  required  of  each  student.  Two  courses  are  given 
during  the  fall  and  winter  terms  of  the  fourth  year.  Text:  Av- 
ery's School  Physics. 
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Chemistry,  Mr.  Miller. — The  work  consists  of  the  study  of 
both  organic  and  inorganic  substances.  The  experiments  given 
in  the  text,  together  with  others  from  Remsen,  Steele,  and  lab- 
oratory manuals,  are  performed  by  the  instructor,  assisted  by  the 
students,  or  by  the  students,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of 
the  instructor.  One  course  is  given  in  the  spring  term  of  the 
fourth  year.    Text  :  Storer  and  Lindsay. 

Botayiy,  Miss  McConn. — This  course  is  intended  to  awaken 
and  cultivate  the  student's  powers  of  observation,  to  acquaint 
him  with  plant  life  and  inspire  in  him  an  interest  in  the  flora 
about  him  by  familiarizing  him  with  the  seeds  and  germination, 
root,  stem,  buds,  leaves,  inflorescence,  plant  cell,  and  protoplasm. 

A  typical  flower  is  studied  with  reference  to  plan,  structure, 
fertilization,  and  conditions  for  growth  ;  some  cryptogamous 
plants  are  considered.  Constant  use  of  the  microscope  is  made. 
Frequent  excursions  are  taken  that  the  student  may  be  led  to 
study  plants  in  their  habitats.  In  addition  to  class-room  and  field 
work,  each  student  is  required  to  collect,  analyze,  and  mount 
neatly  twenty  specimens.  This  course  offered  to  students  suffi- 
ciently advanced  in  the  sciences.    Text :  Wood.    Spring  Term. 


HISTORY  AND  ECONOMICS. 

MR.  MULDOON. 

In  the  department  of  History  excellent  opportunities  are  afford- 
ed both  in  number  of  courses  and  in  facility  for  study.  The  li- 
brary is  replete  with  the  best  and  most  authentic  works  on  both 
Ancient  and  Modern  History.  The  fiction  list  bordering  on  his- 
tory is  most  attractive  and  offers  happy  diversion. 

The  aim  of  the  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
causes,  leaders,  and  results  of  those  great  historical  movements 
which  have  given  him  the  happy  product  he  now  enjoys. 

Iu  the  Academic  Course  two  excellent  courses  in  European 
History  have  been  added  :  Modern  and  Mediaeval. 

In  each  course  the  development  of  institutions,  principles,  and 
existing  privileges  is  traced  and  summarized  by  the  student  him- 
self in  class,  in  reports,  and  in  essays. 
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1 .  United  States  History. — This  course  is  intended  to  give  a 
most  comprehensive  view  of  the  history  of  our  own  country  as  to 
its  growth,  institutions,  men,  measures,  and  government.  Text : 
Mc Master.    Fall  Term. 

2.  General  History. — One  term  is  devoted  to  this  course.  The 
aim  is  to  secure,  in  outline,  a  general  view  of  the  contempo- 
raneous events  in  history  with  their  causes  and  results.  Text: 
Swinton's  Outlines  of  General  History.  Winter  Term,  Spring 
Term. 

j.  Greece. — This  course  will  trace  the  history  of  Greece  from 
its  early  organization  to  the  Roman  conquest.  Some  little  my- 
thology is  introduced,  the  development  of  the  Athenian  Consti- 
tution is  followed,  an  effort  is  made  to  show  Greece's  contribu- 
tion to  modern  civilization  in  art,  philosophy,  and  literature. 
Text :  Botsford's  History  of  Greece.    Spring  Term. 

4..  Rome. — To  the  modern  world  Rome  has  left  valuable  lega- 
cies which  have  been  used  as  models  in  the  organization  of  L,aw 
and  Government.  The  formation  and  growth  of  these  elements 
are  traced  ;  the  struggle  of  the  Plebs  for  civil  and  social  equality 
is  followed  ;  the  elements  that  entered  into  Rome's  wonderful  rise 
and  fall  are  elaborated.    Text :  Morey's  Rome.    Winter  Term. 

5.  England. — To  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  how  we  as  a 
nation  came  to  be  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  good  conception  of  the 
English  people  from  the  earliest  times.  In  this  course  a  chrono- 
logical study  is  made  of  the  English,  the  effect  of  the  various  in- 
vasions made  by  the  Saxons  and  the  Normans  is  investigated,  and 
special  importance  is  laid  upon  those  events  and  institutions  which 
are  the  basic  elements  in  our  civil,  social,  and  religious  liberty,. 
Text:  Montgomery's  Leading  Facts.    Fall  Term. 

6.  Medieval  Europe. — In  this  course  we  will  endeavor  to  learn 
the  Roman  Empire  and  its  Middle  Age  conditions,  the  early  life 
of  our  Teutonic  ancestors,  and  the  story  of  Christian  Europe  down 
to  the  Renaissance.    Text :  To  be  adopted. 

7.  Modern  History  of  Europe. — This  course  takes  up  the  thread 
of  the  history  of  Europe  and  carries  it  down  through  the  reforma- 
tion of  Euther  and  Melancthon,  through  the  political  revolution  of 
1688,  up  to  the  present  modern  outlook  which  has  resulted  from 
the  many  disturbances  and  revolutions  along  political,  industrial 
and  intellectual  lines.    Text :  To  be  adopted. 
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ECONOMICS. 

In  Economics  only  one  course  is  presented.  It  has  for  its  pur- 
pose the  training  of  the  student  to  think  correctly  and  independ- 
ently along  economic  lines.  He  is  led  to  see  the  actual  economic 
facts  that  are  about  him,  taught  how  to  treat  with  them,  how  to 
classify  them,  and  discover  their  relations.  Some  little  attention 
is  paid  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  economic  theory,  but 
comparative  theoretical  discussion  is  limited  to  the  minimum. 
Text:  Laughlin's  Political  Economy.    Fall  Term. 


CIVICS. 

One  term's  work  is  offered  in  this  science.  The  origin, 
theory,  and  purpose  of  government  is  developed;  the  various 
political  movements  in  England  that  gave  us  the  basis  of  po- 
litical liberty  are  reviewed  ;  a  close  study  of  the  Constitution  is 
made,  and  a  thorough  investigation  is  made  into  the  different  de- 
partments of  our  modern  representative  form  of  government,  with 
some  attention  paid  to  the  political  machinery  as  it  is  manipula- 
ted today.    Text :  Willoughby.    Fall  Term. 


ANCIENT  LANGUAGES. 

MISS  JOHNSON. 

In  the  work  of  this  department  there  is  a  constant  endeavor  to 
lead  the  student  to  realize  the  vital  connection  existing  between 
English  and  the  Classic  Languages,  as  well  as  the  literary  and 
historic  value  of  the  masterpieces  he  reads.  The  library  is  well 
supplied  with  works  for  reference  and  parallel  reading.  Students 
who  have  completed  satisfactorily  the  work  outlined  below  are 
fully  prepared  to  continue  the  subjects  as  presented  in  the  Fresh- 
man class  of  any  reputable  college. 

Latin.—  Nine  regular  courses  in  Latin  are  offered,  extending 
throughout  three  years.  Requirement  for  admission  to  Course  i, 
a  practical  knowledge  of  English  syntax  ;  for  admission  to  each 
of  the  other  courses,  the  completion  of  all  preceding  it.. 

Courses  i,  2,  and  3,  comprising  the  work  of  the  first  year,  cov- 
er pronunciation,  inflection,  vocabulary,  syntax,  and  easy  trans- 
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lation  from  Latin  into  English  and  English  into  Latin.  Text  : 
Smiley  and  Storke. 

Courses  4,  5,  and  6,  based  chiefly  upon  Caesar,  have  as  their 
particular  object  facility  in  translation.  They  embrace  also,  as 
leading  to  this  end,  a  thorough  review  of  inflection  and  syntax, 
and  a  study  of  the  history  and  geography  involved  in  Caesar's 
Commentaries.  Text:  Second  Year  Latin,  Greenough,  D'Ooge, 
and  Daniell. 

Courses  7,  8,  and  9  are  taken  from  Cicero's  Orations  and  Ver- 
gil's Aeneid.  In  the  study  of  the  former,  attention  is  given  to 
the  elements  of  Cicero's  eloquence,  and  the  condition  of  the  Ro- 
man commonwealth ;  in  the  latter,  to  scansion,  figures,  and  my- 
thology. The  necessity  of  clear,  accurate  and  appropriate  En- 
lish  is  emphasized.  Texts  :  Johnston's  Cicero,  Harper  and  Mil- 
ler's Vergil ;  Harkness'  Grammar  used  throughout  the  entire 
course. 

For  spring  term  students,  additional  courses  are  provided, 
suited  to  their  requirements. 

Greek. — Six  courses  in  Greek  are  offered,  extending  through 
two  years. 

Courses  1,2,  and  3  include  all  the  essential  elements  of  a 
first  year's  language  study.  During  the  spring  term,  connected 
translation  is  begun.  Texts  :  First  Greek  Book,  White;  Anaba- 
sis, Harper  and  Wallace. 

Courses  4,  5,  and  6  are  based  upon  Xenophon  and  Homer. 
After  the  mastery  of  the  forms  and  idioms  of  attic  prose,  attention 
is  given  to  the  characteristic  features  of  Homer's  verse.  Texts  : 
Anabasis,  Harper  and  Wallace ;  Iliad,  Seymour ;  Grammar, 
Goodwin. 


MODERN  LANGUAGES. 

Two  years  work  in  German  and  French  is  offered  to  students. 
The  work  done  in  this  department  will  be  accepted  at  the  West 
Virginia  University  and  other  institutions  of  similar  grade.  The 
aim  in  this  department  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  gram- 
mar of  the  language  and  to  give  such  practice  as  will  enable  him 
to  translate  ordinary  German  and  French  at  sight.  Frequent 
practice  is  given  in  conversation  in  both  languages.    A  thorough 
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knowledge  of  English  grammar  is  essential  as  a  prerequisite  for 
students  taking  work  in  this  department,  and  a  year  of  Latin  or 
Greek  is  preferred. 

German,  Mr.  Arnett. — Six  courses  are  offered.  This  work 
is  begun  in  the  fall  term  by  third  year  students.  The  prerequi- 
site for  any  course  is  that  all  work  leading  up  to  that  one  be  com- 
pleted or  equivalent  work  done.

Course  2.  Grammar  Completed  to  part  2,  Reader  Continued.

FRENCH. 

MR.  MUEDOON. 
FIRST  YEAR. 

1.  Elementary  work,  Pronunciation,  regular  verbs,  translation 
French  to  English  and  English  to  French,  grammar  work.  Text : 
Chardenal's  Complete  French  Course.    Fall  Term. 

2.  Elementary  Work,  A  continuation  of  Course  1,  with  ad- 
vanced grammar  work  and  irregular  verbs  ;  reading  easy  prose 
and  poetry.  Text:  Chardenal's  Complete  French  Course,  Su- 
per's Reader.    Winter  Term. 

3.  Elementary,  Grammar  completed,  frequent  conversations, 
reading  stories  in  French.   Text:  Chardenal's  Complete  French 
Course,  Super's  Reader,  Van  Dsell's  Introduction  to  French  Au- 
thors.   Spring  Term. 

SECOND  year. 

Courses  4,  5,  and  6  (2nd  year  work)  will  be  outlined  to  accord 
with  the  second  year  work  in  West  Virginia  University. 
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Drawing,  Miss  McConn. — In  this  course  the  aim  is  not  to 
make  designers  or  mechanics,  but  to  foster  in  the  student  a  love 
for  the  beautiful  and  to  aid  him  in  acquiring  skill  in  its  interpre- 
tation. In  applying  the  elementary  principles  of  drawing,  he 
learns  to  use  pencil,  pen,  and  ink.  This  is  followed  by  simple  de- 
signing, perspective  and  some  free  hand  drawing.    One  course. 

Music,  Miss  Cummings. — Vocal  music  is  taught  in  the  first 
year.  It  is  continued  until  students  learn  the  principles  and  are 
able  to  read  music.  The  various  musical  organizations  of  the 
school  afford  an  excellent  opportunity  for  those  who  are  in  earn- 
est to  pursue  the  study  further.    One  course. 

Elocution,  Mr.  Hikes. — During  the  year  lessons  have  been 
given  to  the  students  of  the  reading  classes.  These  lessons  have 
been  intended  to  develop  articulation  and  pronunciation  and  to 
strengthen  the  vocal  organs. 
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Music  Department. 


In  this  department  instruction  is  given  in  vocal  and  instrumen- 
tal music. 

Superior  advantages  are  offered  in  these  branches,  progressive 
and  practical  methods  being  employed  and  every  facility  offered 
to  aid  the  student  in  the  work.  . 

In  music  such  technical  exercises  are  given  as  will  develop  and 
strengthen  the  fingers  and  insure  a  correct  and  clean  execution, 
while  the  studies  and  compositions  are  carefully  selected  with  a 
view  to  awakening  and  stimulating  good  taste  in  the  pupil. 

Since  no  successful  advancement  can  be  made  until  the  pupil 
is  well  grounded  in  first  principles,  special  attention  is  given  to 
elementary  instruction  and  the  constant  aim  to  lead  the  student 
by  thorough  and  systematic  instruction  to  an  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  the  best  music  and  its  proper  execution. 

Studies  are  selected  which  are  best  adapted  to  the  individual 
needs  of  the  pupils.  For  beginners,  Gurlette  and  the  Standard 
Grade  system,  containing  selections  from  the  most  learned  com- 
posers, are  chiefly  used;  for  advanced  students,  Czerney,  Bach, 
Kullaks,  Cramer,  and  other  Old  Masters.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  finger  and  wrist  work. 

In  vocal  music  the  works  of  Bassini,  Brodogni,  and  Concone 
are  used  with  a  view  to  correct  breathing,  the  cultivation  and 
strengthening  of  the  voice. 

Pupils'  Recitals  are  held  from  time  to  time  throughout  the 
year. 

The  entire  school  has  the  privilege  of  40  minutes  training  in 
chorus  work,  free  of  charge,  once  per  week.  From  this,  pupils 
derive  much  benefit,  learning  choruses  from  classic  composers, 
such  as  Mendelssohn,  Abt  and  Donizetti.

Elocution  Department. 

In  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  public  that  is  recognizing 
more  fully  day  by  day  the  great  importance  of  thorough  train- 
ing in  correct  expression,  elocution  and  oratory  is  now  made  a 
regular  department. 

The  importance  of  this  training  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 
To  those  preparing  to  teach  it  is  of  special  value  in  qualifying 
them  to  teach  reading,  while  at  the  same  time  their  own  trained 
voices  become  a  source  of  inspiration  to  the  pupils  under  their 
care.  The  principle  underlying  the  work  in  this  school  is  to 
bring  such  studies  or  practical  work  before  the  mind  of  the  stu- 
dent as  will  stimulate  his  powers  to  spontaneous  activity. 

The  student  is  led  to  study  and  obey  the  principles  of  nature 
and  make  personal  observations,  rather  than  to  follow  mechani- 
cal and  artificial  rules.  To  be  an  intelligent  reader  is  no  mean 
attainment.  It  is  an  aid  in  every  subject  belonging  to  the  course 
of  instruction.  To  be  an  artistic  reader  is  a  beautiful  accom- 
plishment. The  instruction  here  is  adapted  to  the  development 
of  natural  and  acceptable  readers  and  entertainers.  There  will 
be  private  recitals  before  the  principal  of  well  prepared  selections, 
and  when  the  student  can  present  finished  work,  he  may  appear 
in  public  recitals,  thus  giving  him  valuable  experience.  Here  is 
a  field  of  educational  work  for  you,  and  for  your  benefit  is  this 
course  of  study  arranged.

(1)  Development  of  Mind — Intellect,  Emotion  and  Will  Power. 

(2)  Developjnent  of  Body — Strength,  Activity  and  Endurance.

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Natural  Expression,  or  Eloquence,  demands  the  fullest  devel- 
opment of  all  faculties  and  capabilities  of  mind  and  body,  and 
their  highest  and  noblest  use.

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GENERAL  RULES. 


The  student  will  be  assigned  the  studies  of  one  class,  and  will 
be  allowed  only  in  special  cases  to  take  a  study  in  advance  when 
there  is  in  his  class  or  any  preceding  class  a  study  with  which  he 
he  is  not  already  familiar. 

When  studies  have  once  been  assigned  a  student,  they  will 
stand  until  changed  or  modified  by  the  Principal.  Each  student 
shall  have  at  least  three  studies. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance,  and  no  abatement  of  tuition 
will  be  made  for  a  fraction  of  a  month  or  for  absence,  except  in 
cases  of  illness  extending  over  a  month,  or  for  suspension  or  ex- 
pulsion. 

Pay  pupils  entering  after  the  beginning  of  any  term  or  session 
shall  pay  only  for  the  remainder  of  said  term  or  session,  pro  rata 
at  the  above  rates. 

Pupils  shall  attend  all  required  examinations  of  the  year,  and 
no  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  advance  without  the  said  exami- 
nation and  without  attaining  a  standing  of  eighty-five  per  cent, 
including  class  standing  and  examination. 

These  examinations  shall  be  in  writing,  or  partly  written  and 
partly  oral,  and  shall  be  conducted  by  the  instructor  in  charge, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal. 

Pupils  applying  for  Normal  Diplomas  shall  be  examined  two 
weeks  before  Commencement. 
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BOARDING. 


The  faculty  will  allow  students  to  board  only  at  such  places  as 
they  shall  deem  proper. 

The  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  student  is  considered. 

Persons  with  whom  students  board  will  carry  out  such  instruc- 
tions as  the  Faculty  may  from  time  to  time  consider  necessary 
for  the  good  government  of  the  students. 

Crowding  a  large  number  of  students  into  small  rooms,  or  the 
overcrowding  of  large  rooms,  will  not  be  allowed.  The  health 
of  the  student  must  be  considered. 

Boarding,  room,  fuel,  light,  &c,  can  be  obtained  in  the  coun- 
try at  $10  per  calendar  month,  or  in  town  at  from  $10  to  $12  per 
month — two  persons  occupying  one  room.  Where  the  student 
wishes  to  occupy  a  room  alone,  $12  to  $15  is  asked. 

Washing  costs  from  $1  per  month  up  to  the  prices  of  the  city 
laundries.    Laundries  are  within  easy  reach. 

It  is  best  for  new  students  to  write  the  Principal  in  regard  to 
boarding.  A  failure  to  comply  with  this  request  oftentimes 
causes  unnecessary  trouble.  New  students  should,  upon  arrival, 
report  to  the  Principal. 

Persons  desiring  to  furnish  boarding  and  rooms  to  students 
must  submit  rates  for  the  same  to  the  Principal. 

Different  sexes  must  not  board  at  the  same  house  except  by 
consent  of  the  Faculty. 
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ORIGIN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 


Shepherd  College  was  opened  as  a  "Classical  and  Scientific 
School,"  September,  1871. 

February  27,  1872,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  establishing 
in  the  College  a  "Branch  State  Normal  School."  This  Normal 
Department  was  organized  by  the  Regents,  November  21,  1872  • 
but  owing  to  changes  made  in  the  law  work  did  not  successfully 
begin  until  September,  1873. 

For  twenty-nine  years  the  school  has  been  an  important  factor 
in  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the  Eastern  Panhandle  and  ad- 
joining counties,  and  closes  the  session  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
one  with  bright  prospects  for  the  future. 

LOCATION. 

Shepherdstown,  the  oldest  town  in  West  Virginia,  known  in 
the  early  history  of  the  State  as  New  Mecklenberg,  is  situated  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Potomac  River.  It  is  ten  miles  from  Mar- 
tinsburg  and  the  same  distance  from  Harper's  Ferry,  and  has  a 
population  of  about  1,600. 

The  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway  passes  through  the  town  and 
makes  connection  with  the  main  line  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Railroad  at  Shenandoah  Junction,  six  miles  south  of  Shepherds- 
town. 

Mountains  and  rivers  make  the  scenery  of  the  surrounding 
country  grand  and  picturesque.  Various  places  of  historic  in- 
terest are  within  a  radius  of  a  few  miles  from  town.  From 
points  near  the  school  building  may  be  seen  several  of  the  monu- 
ments on  the  Antietam  Battlefield. 

BUILDINGS. 

Two  large  brick  buildings,  occupying  the  block  bounded  by 
German,  King,  and  High  streets,  situated  on  elevated  ground 
near  the  centre  of  the  town,  are  now  used  by  the  school.  Pleas- 
ant grounds  surround  the  buildings. 

SHEPHERD  COLLEGE. 

The  first  building  used  by  the  school  is  known  as  Shepherd 
College.    It  was  first  occupied  by  the  school  in  the  year  1872 
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and  has  been  in  its  use  ever  since.  It  contains  the  Music  Rooms, 
Society  Halls  and  Library. 

Music  Rooms — The  music  rooms  are  in  the  southern  wing  of 
the  building.  They  are  large,  pleasant,  and  well  furnished.  After 
the  burning  of  the  building  the  Music  Department  was  given 
temporary  quarters  in  pleasant  rooms  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
street. 

Society  Halls — These  two  large  halls  are  in  the  main  part  of 
the  building  and  are  well  adapted  for  the  use  of  literary  societies. 
They  are  furnished  so  as  to  make  them  comfortable  and  attrac- 
tive. Since  the  fire  these  rooms,  together  with  others  in  the 
building,  serve  the  purpose  of  recitation  rooms  and  study  hall. 

The  Library — The  library  is  in  the  northern  wing  of  the  build- 
ing. It  now  contains  more  than  fifteen  hundred  volumes,  care- 
fully selected.  It  is  one  of  the  prettiest  and  most  comfortable 
rooms  in  the  building.  The  books  are  conveniently  arranged  on 
floor  and  wall  stacks.  There  are  tables  convenient  for  those  who 
wish  to  consult  the  books  of  the  library.  Its  shelves  are  filled 
with  such  productions  as  will  aid  the  student  in  his  work  and  at 
the  same  time  give  him  the  best  general  literature. 

SHEPHERD  COLLEGE  HALL. 

Adjoining  Shepherd  College  is  Shepherd  College  Hall.  It  was 
erected  in  1889  and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  about  six  hundred. 
It  is  used  for  all  Commencement  exercises,  and  during  the  year 
for  indoor  games,  receptions,  musicales,  lectures  and  all  exercises 
which  require  such  a  hall.  Shepherd  College  Hall  and  Shepherd 
College  are  heated  by  hot  water. 

NORMAL  BUILDING. 

In  1896  the  Normal  building  was  erected,  and  was  first  occu- 
pied in  1897.  It  was  situated  a  short  distance  from  the  other 
buildings,  near  High  street.  This  building  with  its  contents 
was  totally  destroyed  by  fire  March  9,  1901,  at  9.30  a.  m. 

The  Board  of  Regents  have  now  in  course  of  erection  the  hand- 
some building,  the  cut  of  which  is  seen  elsewhere  in  the  cata- 
logue. This  building,  of  buff  brick  and  sand  stone,  will  contain 
a  large  gymnasium,  water,  and  all  fixtures  necessary  for  the 
comfort  and  cleanliness  of  the  students. 
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The  first  floor  will  contain  a  large,  well-lighted  study  hall,  six 
large  recitation  rooms,  reception  room,  reading  room,  principal's 
office  and  ventilated  cloak-rooms. 

On  the  second  floor  will  be  found  two  society  halls,  three  class 
rooms,  and  a  large  auditorium.  All  rooms  will  be  well  lighted 
and  ventilated. 

The  building  will  be  heated  by  steam.  The  boilers  will  be 
placed  outside  the  main  structure  in  a  building  arranged  for  the 
purpose. 

The  water  used  is  pumped  from  a  deep  well  on  the  grounds  and 
is  carried  to  all  parts  of  the  building. 

The  grounds  will  be  made  beautiful  and  inviting.  Flowers  and 
shrubbery,  trees,  and  everything  to  render  them  attractive  will 
be  supplied. 

THE  READING  ROOM. 

This  room  will  be  made  one  of  the  most  attractive  in  the  building. 
It  is  pleasantly  located  and  will  connect  with  the  study  hall,  so 
that  at  all  times  it  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  member  of 
the  faculty.  On  its  tables  will  be  found  the  following  magazines 
and  periodicals  :

The  exchange  list  of  the  Picket,  the  school  paper,  also  finds  its  way  to 
the  tables. 
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Work  of  the  Normal. 


The  design  of  the  Normal  School  is  to  prepare  thorough,  prac- 
tical, conscientious  teachers  for  the  State,  and  to  send  students 
to  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

This  is  done  : 

1.  By  giving  thorough  instruction  in  all  the  branches  taught 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

2.  By  giving  instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 

3.  By  giving  instruction  in  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages, 
the  Sciences,  and  Higher  Mathematics. 

Satisfactory  evidence  of  the  success  of  this  work  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  a  majority  of  the  schools  of  this  section  are  taught  by 
Normal  graduates  who  have  proven  themselves  eminently  quali- 
fied for  their  high  calling,  while  a  large  number  of  our  academic 
students  have  taken  high  standing  in  the  colleges  and  universi- 
ties of  the  land. 

MORAL  CULTURE. 

The  school  is  a  State  institution,  therefore  non-sectarian.  Stu- 
dents are  required  to  attend  devotional  exercises  held  each  morn- 
ing in  Chapel  Hall.  The  school  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  min- 
isters of  the  town  for  their  kindness  in  frequently  conducting 
these  exercises. 

There  are  seven  churches  in  the  town,  to  all  of  whose  services 
students  are  cordially  welcomed. 

Great  care  is  taken  in  the  selection  of  boarding  houses.  A 
good  moral  atmosphere  is  a  requisite,  and  only  those  places  that 
meet  this  requirement  are  recommended.  The  names  of  new 
students  are  given  at  once  to  the  pastors  of  the  churches  with 
which  they  are  affiliated. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Self-government,  strengthened  and  directed  by  older  and  wiser 
heads,  is  the  government  of  the  school. 

Students  are  required  to  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
school  and  conduct  themselves  under  all  circumstances  as  ladies 
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and  gentlemen,  but  they  are  to  do  these  things  from  a  sense  of 
right,  rather  than  from  a  feeling  of  obligation.  The  aim  is  to 
inculcate  principles  of  right  living  and  self-control,  and  thereby 
develop  the  true  man  and  woman. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations,  either  written  or  oral,  are  held  at  the  close  of 
each  term,  and  are  conducted  by  the  teachers  in  charge  of  re- 
spective studies.  Willful  absence  from  examinations  is  not  tol- 
erated, and  no  student  is  advanced  unless  he  has  passed  a  satis- 
factory test  on  all  the  branches  of  his  grade. 

Reports  of  the  conduct,  progress  and  attendance  of  the  students 
are  sent  each  term  to  the  parents  or  guardians,  and  they  are  re- 
quested to  report  to  the  Principal  after  a  careful  examination  of 
the  standing  of  the  student.  If  progress  is  not  satisfactory,  re- 
ports are  sent  to  the  parents  more  frequently  and  they  are  asked 
to  co-operate  with  the  Faculty  in  having  it  improved.  Monthly 
grades  are  posted  on  the  bulletin. 

LITERARY  WORK. 

The  Parthenian  and  Ciceronian  Literary  Societies  afford  spe- 
cial advantages  in  Composition,  Reading,  Declamation,  Oration, 
Debate  and  Parliamentary  Ruling. 

These  are  all  required  in  the  regular  course,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  each  student  upon  entering  school  to  become  an  active  mem- 
ber in  one  of  the  societies.  The  exercises  are  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  Faculty.  A  contest  in  literary  work  between  the 
societies  is  now  one  of  the  most  attractive  features  of  Commence- 
ment Week. 

Rare  advantages  in  practical  literary  work  are  given  by  the 
publication  of  the  "Shepherd  College  Picket,"  a  monthly  paper 
edited  by  the  school. 

EXTEMPORANEOUS  SPEAKING  SOCIETY. 

This  society  was  formed  more  than  a  year  ago  and  has  been 
growing  steadily  in  favor.  It  has  for  its  object  the  cultivation  of 
the  art  of  extemporaneous  speaking.  Debates  and  speeches  are 
delivered  without  being  written  and  without  notes.  The  motto 
of  the  society  is  "Ars  est  artem  celare,"  expressive  of  the  truth 
that  he  who  can  speak  with  the  most  ease  is  the  one  who  has 
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taken  the  most  pains  to  learn  how.  The  members  are  also  mem- 
bers of  the  literary  societies. 

PRIZES. 

The  school  has  been  very  successful  in  the  Inter-Normal  con- 
tests held  each  year. 

In  the  contest  of  1899,  at  Parkersburg,  Mr.  Lewin  Kibler  won 
second  prize. 

In  the  contest  of  1900,  at  Clarksburg,  Miss  Katharyn  Donley 
won  first  prize.  At  the  same  time  and  place  Mr.  Charles  Rein- 
hart  won  first  prize  in  a  contest  among  the  Normal  schools  for 
the  best  oration  on  the  subject  "Equal  Suffrage." 

In  the  contest  of  1901,  at  Charleston,  Mr.  Herbert  C.  Miller 
won  second  prize. 

local  prizes. 

This  year  Mr.  Muldoon  offered  a  banner  to  the  champions  in 
Basket  Ball.    This  was  won  by  the  "Tigers." 

Prizes,  consisting  of  medals,  fountain  pens,  &c,  have  been  of- 
fered by  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and  the  instructors  of  the  school, 
to  be  contended  for  on  Field  Day. 

Mr.  Kinder  has  offered  a  banner  to  the  literary  society  whose 
first  year  declaimer  shall  excel  in  the  annual  contest  held  during 
Commencement  week.  This  banner  becomes  the  property  of  the 
societies,  to  be  awarded  each  year  according  to  the  result  of  the 
inter-society  contest. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

The  fact  remains  true  that  education  does  not  mean  simply  a 
well-developed  mind,  but  that  its  necessary  complement,  a  well- 
developed  body,  must  be  attained,  else  we  have  an  abnormal  man. 

The  truth  of  this  fact  has  found  lodgment  in  the  minds  of  our 
Executive  Committee,  and  they  have  made  a  start  in  the  right 
direction  along  physical  training  lines. 

The  individual  work  of  "The  Students'  Athletic  Association" 
has  been  supplemented  by  an  appropriation  which  insures  the  op- 
portunity for  better  developed  muscles  and  stronger  bodies. 

Tennis,  croquet,  and  base-ball  afford  excellent  out-door  sport 
and  each  of  these  receives  due  attention. 

The  gymnasium  was  fitted  up  early  in  the  year  with  chest  ma- 
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chines,  parallel  bars,  flying  rings,  dumb-bells,  Indian  clubs,  &c. 
An  appropriation  by  the  State  Legislature  and  a  large  gymnasium 
in  the  proposed  new  building  insure  ample  facilities  for  all  in- 
clined to  athletics. 

Basket-ball  furnished  excellent  indoor  sport  last  winter  among 
both  the  boys  and  girls.  A  league  of  six  teams  entered  into  com- 
petition for  a  banner  offered  by  a  member  of  the  Faculty.  The 
"Tigers"  proved  to  be  the  victors. 

The  field-day  exercises  were  the  direct  outgrowth  of  the  gym- 
nasium and  we  feel  sure  that  it  will  grow  in  interest  and  favor 
and  soon  become  a  fixed  feature  of  Commencement  week. 

We  feel  confident  that  this  department  of  college  work,  judic- 
iously pursued,  will  give  us  better  students,  better  men  and  wo- 
men. 

MUSICAL  CLUBS. 

Musical  clubs,  those  agencies  and  organizations  among  the 
most  refining  and  entertaining  in  college  life,  have  been  cultiva- 
ted to  a  high  but  conservative  degree  in  our  school. 

The  Glee  Club,  organized  in  1898,  still  continues  to  do  excel- 
lent service  with  its  collection  of  old  college  songs  ;  the  Choral 
Union,  a  mixed  chorus  of  the  best  voices  in  school,  has  a  mem- 
bership of  55  and  has  given  within  the  year  some  of  the  standard 
choruses  of  moderate  grade  ;  the  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club  con- 
tinues to  add  new  selections  to  its  repertoire  and  new  names  to  its 
membership  ;  a  new  organization,  an  amateur  orchestra,  has  been 
formed  by  members  of  the  school  in  conjunction  with  some  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town.  It  has  furnished  a  large  share  of  the  music 
this  year  and  always  receives  a  cordial  welcome  ;  it  bids  fair  to 
be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  musical  circle  in  Shepherd  Col- 
lege life.  Two  new  instruments  were  purchased  lately  by  the 
College  and  others  are  forthcoming  as  their  need  is  felt. 

By  selecting  standard  works  for  study  in  these  clubs  much  is 
done  toward  the  formation  of  a  taste  for  good  music  among  the 
members  of  the  clubs  and  the  entire  student  body. 

The  music  for  every  public  exercise  has  been  furnished  by 
these  clubs  in  connection  with  the  School  of  Music. 

Membership  is  voluntary  and  instruction  is  free  in  these  clubs 
where  talent  and  a  desire  to  learn  are  shown  on  the  part  of  the 
student. 
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SOCIAL  LIFE. 

In  order  to  develop  every  side  of  the  student's  nature,  and  to 
make  the  period  of  school  life  a  time  to  be  pleasantly  remembered 
for  its  social  enjoyment,  receptions  are  given  from  time  to  time 
through  the  year,  both  by  teachers  to  students  and  by  students 
to  teachers.  The  genuine  good  feeling  and  mutual  appreciation 
manifested  on  these  occasions  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  all 
friends  of  the  school. 

SPRING  TERM. 

In  the  Spring  Term  special  classes  are  formed  for  teachers  who 
enter  the  school  to  use  the  few  weeks  of  the  term  to  improve 
themselves.  The  reports  from  many  of  these  teachers  are  very 
encouraging.  Some  have  been  led  to  take  the  entire  course. 
These  teachers  are  not  placed  under  the  care  of  inexperienced  in- 
structors, but  the  regular  Faculty  attend  to  their  instruction. 
We  heartily  welcome  teachers  who  wish  to  improve  themselves. 

DEMAND  FOR  TEACHERS. 

During  the  present  year  we  have  had  calls  for  teachers  which 
we  could  not  supply.  The  people  are  more  and  more  apprecia- 
ting the  work  of  trained  teachers.  We  are  always  glad  to  rec- 
ommend our  graduates  to  schools.  We  suggest  to  those  who 
need  teachers  to  apply  early. 

TO  PARENTS  AND  GUARDIANS. 

We  earnestly  ask  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  guardians  in 
securing  the  best  results  for  the  coming  year.  The  teacher  may 
try  to  guard  the  student  from  evil,  he  may  point  out  the  path  of 
right  and  duty,  but  without  the  help  of  those  who  are  more  closely 
related  to  that  student  his  efforts  will  too  often  fail.  See,  then, 
that  your  child  is  regular  and  punctual  in  attendance  ;  that  he 
spends  a  reasonable  amount  of  time  in  the  preparation  of  his  school 
work  ;  that  he  is  provided  with  funds  to  pay  promptly  all  necessary 
expenses  of  his  work.  If  the  report  is  not  satisfactory,  diligently 
inquire  into  the  cause  thereof  and  vigorously  second  the  teacher's 
effort  to  raise  that  standing. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  all  exercises  begin  promptly 
on  the  day  stated  in  the  calendar. 
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THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION.

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS  OF  WEST  VIRGINIA. 


i .  The  number  of  students  which  each  county  in  the  State  shall 

be  entitled  to  appoint  to  the  Normal  and  Academic  Departments 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  free  of  charge  for  tuition,  shall  be  as 
follows  :

2.  Bach  appointee  shall  deliver  the  certificate  of  appointment 
to  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School  to  which  it  is  directed,  and 
the  Principal  shall  thereupon  file  it  with  the  records  of  the  school, 
and  enter  the  name  of  such  person  on  the  register  of  normal  pupils. 

3.  Whenever  the  accommodations  will  admit,  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  required  amount  of  tuition  fees,  students  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Normal  School. 

4.  The  Normal  Course  shall  consist  of  four  years,  which  shall 
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be  designated  respectively  as  the  First  Year,  Second  Year,  Third 
Year,  and  Fourth  Year. 

Each  member  of  the  Fourth  Year  class  will  be  required  to 
teach  one  of  the  regular  classes,  to  be  selected  by  the  Principal, 
one  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

5.  Upon  those  who  have  completed  the  full  Normal  Course 
with  an  average  standing  of  85  per  cent  and  not  below  75  per 
cent  on  any  one  branch,  and  have  been  in  actual  attendance  dur- 
ing the  entire  Third  or  Fourth  Year,  the  Board  of  Regents  will 
confer  a  diploma  of  graduation  in  the  Normal  Department.  But 
before  any  certificate  or  diploma  is  granted,  the  Principal  of  the 
school  will  be  required  to  certify  that  those  whom  he  recommends 
for  graduation  have  fulfilled  all  the  conditions  and  done  all  the 
work  required  for  graduation. 

"The  entire  Third  or  Fourth  Year"  shall  mean  in  this  connec- 
tion one  full  year  of  three  terms  at  one  school. 

6.  Graduates  of  any  of  the  normal  schools  who  may  desire  to 
review  the  normal  branches,  may  again  receive  appointments  and 
pursue  their  studies  upon  the  same  conditions  and  under  the 
same  restrictions  as  if  they  were  not  graduates. 

7.  Students  in  attendance  at  any  normal  school  may,  upon  re- 
quest, be  transferred  by  the  Principal  of  the  school  at  which 
they  are  enrolled  to  any  other  normal  school;  but  no  student  from 
one  normal  school  shall  be  admitted  to  another  normal  school  un- 
less he  presents  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character  and  of  hon- 
orable dismissal,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  work  he  has  done, 
the  standing  he  has  taken,  and  the  work  that  remains  to  be  done 
before  he  can  be  graduated ;  all  of  which  shall  be  certified  to  by 
the  Principal  of  the  school  from  which  he  comes. 

8.  The  Academic  Course  shall  cover  all  the  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  freshman  class  in  the  classical  course  of  the 
West  Virginia  University,  and  shall  be  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
same  as  the  course  in  the  preparatory  department  of  that  insti- 
tution. 

9.  The  Principal  and  his  assistants  shall  be  known  as  the  Fac- 
ulty, which  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Principal. 

10.  The  Principal,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  instructor,  shall 
be  the  executive  officer  of  the  school,  and  shall  sign  all  reports 
and  other  official  papers.  He  shall  have  general  supervision  over 
the  school,  and  shall  assign  to  the  assistant  teachers  the  classes 
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and  studies  which  they  are  to  teach,  and  he  shall  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  management  of  the  school.  For  just  cause  he  may 
suspend  any  one  of  his  assistants  until  an  investigation  can  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Regents.  To  the  pupils  he  shall  assign 
the  studies  which  they  are  to  pursue,  and  shall  determine  what 
tests  shall  be  required  to  complete  said  studies.  He  shall  fix  the 
order  and  methods  of  all  examinations,  and  the  scale  of  grading 
to  be  used  in  the  school.  He  shall  determine  how  often  reports 
of  scholarship  and  attendance  shall  be  made  and  shall  keep  a  per- 
manent record  of  the  deportment  and  standing  of  each  student. 
He  shall  also  collect  all  tuition  and  incidental  fees  in  advance  and 
pay  them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
Principal  shall  have  full  control  over  the  grounds  and  buildings 
during  school  hours  and  all  exercises  and  shall  have  full  author, 
ity  to  prohibit  all  loafing,  loitering  or  trespassing  of  any  kind  and 
to  take  such  action  as  he  may  think  necessary  to  prevent  the  same. 

11.  The  Principal  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  each  year,  make 
out  a  classification  of  the  pupils,  according  to  their  respective 
studies,  and  in  due  season  publish  the  same  in  a  catalogue,  with 
such  other  general  information  and  announcements  pertaining  to 
the  school  as  may  be  of  public  interest.  He  shall  also  furnish  to 
the  Regents  a  list  of  the  candidates  for  graduation,  designating 
the  paying  from  the  non-paying  pupils,  and  giving  the  age  and 
grade  of  standing  of  each  candidate,  with  the  names  of  studies 
in  which  they  have  been  examined. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Principal,  the  first  assistant  shall  act  as 
Principal. 

12.  The  Faculty  shall  have  authority  to  prevent  both  sexes 
from  boarding  at  the  same  house  ;  to  make  such  special  rules  for 
their  government  as  may  be  necessary  and  to  require  those  who 
keep  boarders  or  rent  rooms  to  students,  to  exercise  such  super- 
vision over  them  as  shall  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  school ; 
but  the  Faculty  shall  have  direct  control  and  authority  over  all 
students  boarding  in  the  dormitories  connected  with  the  normal 
schools,  and  shall  under  no  circumstances  allow  any  one  except 
students  in  actual  attendance  or  teachers  to  board  or  room  at  said 
dormitories. 

13.  The  Faculty  shall  establish  all  necessary  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment and  control  of  their  school,  and  shall  have  authority  to  ad- 
minister such  punishments  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  They 
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shall  have  authority  to  suspend  students  for  any  time  not  exceed- 
ing one  year,  or  to  dismiss  them  permanently  when  such  action 
is  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  the  school;  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  President  of  the  Board  being  reserved  to 
the  party  suspended  or  dismissed.  But  in  no  case  shall  any 
student  be  suspended  or  expelled  until  he  has  been  given  a  reas- 
onable time  and  opportunity  for  making  his  defense  before  the 
Faculty. 

14.  Each  student  shall  attend  the  daily  sessions  of  the  school 
unless  excused  by  the  Principal. 

15.  The  daily  sessions  shall  be  opened  with  such  devotional 
and  other  exercises  as  the  Faculty  may  establish. 

16.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  organize  at  the  first  meet- 
ing after  the  first  of  July  by  electing  from  their  number  a  Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  shall  im- 
mediately notify  the  State  Superintendent  of  Free  Schools  of  such 
action. 

17.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  overdraw  any  fund  to 
pay  an  indebtedness  against  another  fund  and  shall  not  expend 
any  of  the  fund  available  annually  for  Library  and  Apparatus 
except  on  the  order  of  the  Faculty,  who  are  hereby  given  author- 
ity to  expend  said  fund  for  such  books  and  apparatus  as  they 
think  necessary. 

18.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  exercise  proper  care  over 
the  buildings,  grounds  and  property  of  the  school ;  keep  them  in 
good  repair  and  condition,  and  see  that  the  school  rooms  are 
properly  warmed,  ventilated  and  kept  clean  and  comfortable. 

19.  The  Executive  Committee  may,  with  the  full  and  free  con- 
sent of  the  Principal,  allow  the  buildings  to  be  used  for  religious 
or  educational  meetings,  but  they  shall  never,  even  with  the  full 
consent  of  the  Principal,  allow  the  said  buildings  to  be  used  for 
political  or  other  meetings  save  and  except  only  those  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned. 

20.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  audit  all  accounts  against 
the  school,  determine  all  matter  of  expenditure  not  provided  for 
by  law  or  otherwise,  and  order  such  payments  as  are  necessary, 
from  moneys  placed  in  their  hands  by  the  Board  of  Regents  and 
from  incidental  fees,  and  in  all  emergencies  they  shall  exercise 
such  executive  authority  in  the  absence  of  the  Regents  as  the  law 
permits. 
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2 1 .  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
committee;  shall  enter  therein  all  moneys  received  by  the  Treas- 
urer or  Executive  Committee,  and  at  any  time,  when  so  request- 
ed, he  shall  allow  his  records  to  be  examined  by  the  Principal, 
the  Executive  Committee,  or  the  Board  of  Regents. 

22.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  appropriated  by 
the  State  or  collected  for  tuition  and  incidental  fees,  and  shall 
give  his  receipt  for  the  same.  He  shall  place  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  incidental  fees  to  the  credit  of  the  contingent  fund 
and  shall  keep  a  separate  account  for  tuition  money,  which  shall 
be  paid  out  only  on  order  of  the  Board  of  Regents.  He  shall  de- 
posit all  money  coming  into  his  possession  for  the  school  in  some 
convenient  bank,  in  the  name  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
no  amount  whatever  shall  be  drawn  therefrom  except  upon  a 
check  signed  by  both  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year,  inform 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  bank  in  which  he 
has  made  this  deposit. 

23.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, a  separate  account  for  each  fund,  and  shall  during  the  week 
following  the  commencement  exercises  of  his  school  make  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  a  complete  itemized  statement  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures,  having  in  such  statement  a  separate  account 
with  each  fund.
